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GUILTY OF RECKLESS MANSLA UGHTER 


Jury Finds Anita Roach Guilty of Reckless Manslaughter ; Not Guilty on Other Counts

The most tragic accident in 
the history of the Carlisle 
County School System turned 
into one of the most emotional 
trials that has ever taken place 
in any courtroom in Carlisle 
County history, as last week a 
seven woman five man jury lis¬ 
tened to the case of Anita 
Roach in the death of six year- 
old Logan Simpson. 

Roach, in May of 2011, was 
behind the wheel of the bus that 
wrecked coming back home 
from a field trip that rewarded 
students for accomplishing 
their reading goals. In that 
wreck, the life of six year-old 
Logan Simpson was lost and 20 
other students were injured, 
along with teacher Brooke 
Kelly and teacher’s aide Donna 
Wilson. 


In the past year there has been 
a lot of talk in the community, 
as to what happened, how it 
happened and what the circum¬ 
stances behind it were. Finally, 
last week, those circumstances 
were laid out for all to hear. 

In testimony Roach told the 
court that she kept saying 
“God, why didn’t you take me 
and let that little boy live?” 
Roach also admitted fault in the 
wreck in saying, “I’m sorry, it 
was my fault, I shouldn’t have 
done it, but I did,” Roach said 
in reference to swerving toward 
a deer she said was starting to 
cross the road. 

The main battle grounds of 
this case were in the dispute 
whether Roach was intoxicated 
at the time of the accident. 

Commonwealth Attorney 
Mike Stacy attempted to prove 
that two prescription drugs de¬ 


tected in Roach’s bloodstream, 
Prozac and klonopin, along 
with pre-existing medical con¬ 
ditions, were to blame for the 
crash. 

Stacy cited multiple visits to 
doctors seeking prescription 
medications and Roach not 
checking off the appropriate 
boxes in Dr. Zetter’s question¬ 
naire during her bus driver’s 
physical. “Roach failed to tell 
the truth to Dr. Zetter when she 
was asked if she had any previ¬ 
ous injuries or illnesses in the 
past five years, then marked 
“no” on the question that asked 
if she has had a spinal injury. 
She wanted to keep her job and 
keep the money coming in,” 
Stacy said. Stacy also cited the 
two incidences before the fatal 
crash in which Roach hit a pole 
at Noble Park and backed into 
an electric pole as well. 


Roach’s defense team, led by 
Will Kautz of Paducah, said the 
crash was purely an accident, 
and that Roach was competent 
at the time. “According to acci¬ 
dent reconstructionists, Mrs. 
Roach’s reactions were quick 
and decisive at the time and 
there were no signs of impair¬ 
ment,” Kautz said. “Mrs. 
Roach was following the 
dosage instructions by her two 
doctors and had full medical 
clearance to drive the bus,” 
Kautz also said. 

After the attorneys gave their 
closing statements, the jury 
went behind closed doors to 
make their decision. After two 
and a half hours of deliberation, 
the verdict came back. The jury 
found Anita Roach guilty of 
reckless homicide and not 
guilty of the other counts which 
included; one count of second- 
degree manslaughter, two 
counts of second-degree as¬ 
sault, three counts of fourth-de¬ 
gree assault and 19 counts of 
wanton endangerment. 

The courtroom, after the an¬ 
nouncement of the sentencing, 
was a reaction of shock and 
sorrow, as gasps and sobbing 
began to fill the room. 

After the verdict was an¬ 
nounced, it was then time for 
the sentencing phase. In the 
most emotional part of the trial, 
Commonwealth Attorney Mike 
Stacy called Melissa Simpson, 
the mother of Logan Simpson, 
to the stand to tell the court 


what life has been like in the 
past year. 

The elementary teachers, 
neighbors and family of Logan 
began to cry in the courtroom 
as Mrs. Simpson spoke. “The 
last year has been torment, tor¬ 
ture as we wonder what will be 
done for our son’s life,” Simp¬ 
son said. 

Emotion then began to over¬ 
take Simpson as she cried and 
told the court about how she 
would like to sometimes just 
dig up the body of her son and 
hold him one more time and 
that she sleeps with his hoodie 
that he wore everyday to school 
because at night Logan would 
always put his arm around his 
mother and never let her go. 

Simpson told of how he 
wanted to live life and ride dirt 
tracks with Hunter Comer and 
Hunter Hays and how her fam¬ 
ily was inseparable and did 
everything together. She then 
told the story of how they were 
listening to a gospel song on 
the radio and Logan told her 
that he didn’t want to die. “I 
looked at Logan and said, 6 
Honey, you have a long, long 
life ahead of you. You do not 
need to worry about any of 
that.’ Then two weeks later ,the 
accident happened,” Simpson 
said. 

After Simpson’s emotional 
testimony, Ron Roach, the hus¬ 
band of Anita Roach, took the 
stand and spoke about how 
Anita loved children so much 


and was more than happy to 
adopt seven children and keep 
them together where they 
wouldn’t be split up. Roach 
told the courtroom in the past 
year Anita has also been tor¬ 
mented by the accident, and 
that it would be hard to explain 
to their three to five year old 
children why Anita had to go to 
jail over an accident. 

During Mr. Roach’s testimony 
a majority of the crowd ex¬ 
cused themselves from the 
courtroom in disgust and strong 
emotion. 

After another hour and a half 
of deliberation, the jury came 
back with the sentencing. At 
maximum Roach would be fac¬ 
ing five years in prison. How¬ 
ever, the jury came back with a 
sentence of one year. 

It is possible that with Roach’s 
clean previous record, she 
would spend only two months 
in jail. Final sentencing will be 
set for July 19th and Attorney 
Will Kautz asked that Roach 
remain out on bond. However, 
Circuit Court Judge Tim Lang¬ 
ford denied that request, and 
Anita Roach was taken into 
custody until her July 19th sen¬ 
tencing. 

After court adjourned, many 
friends and family of Logan 
Simpson sat in shock and com¬ 
forted each other, as they began 
to cope with the results of the 
day. 


Dangerous Drought Conditions Trigger County-Wide Bans

Local Government offi¬ 
cials and Fire Department 
Chiefs are stressing the need 
for caution and conservation 
during this historic drought 
that the county is facing. 

Carlisle County Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Greg Terry ordered a 
burn ban for the county until 
further notice last week, and 
this week that ban continues 
along with a new ban, a ban 
on the usage of all fireworks. 

During the July 3, 2012, 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
meeting Judge Executive 
Terry told fiscal court mem¬ 
bers that he hated to tell peo¬ 
ple not to use their fireworks. 
“ I hate telling people that 
they cannot use their fire¬ 
works or celebrate the 4th of 
July in that manner, but the 


drought situation and dry con¬ 
ditions have left no choice for 
the county to have to do this. 
We are at a dangerous time 
right now,” Terry said. 

When speaking with Cun¬ 
ningham Fire Department 
Chief Dan Bowles, Bowles 
told the Carlisle Weekly that 
fireworks do not have to be 
shot on the fourth. “With the 
dry conditions we are facing 
right now it simply is not 
worth it. One spark could 
start an uncontrollable blaze,” 
Bowles said. 

Bowles also said that with 
the remnants of the ice storm 
on the ground, those branches 
that fell could act as kindling 
for a major fire. “In that situ¬ 
ation we would have to stand 
outside of the perimeter of the 
fire and hope for contain¬ 
ment,” Bowles said. 


Bowles also 
spoke about the 
need for water 
conservation, as 
he also serves as 
the Chairman on 
the Cunningham 
Water District. 
Bowles said that 
people need to 
think about the 
water table in 
which the water 
we use is drawn 
from. “With the 
lakes and rivers at their low¬ 
est stages due to the lack of 
rain, one would have to think 
that the resources in our water 
table are being depleted as 
well,” Bowles said. 

Bowles encouraged people 
to not use water unless they 
absolutely have to. That could 
mean a lot of yellow grassy 
yards around the county. 

Last week the Office of the 
State Climatologist and the 
Kentucky Energy and Envi¬ 
ronment Cabinet, in coordi¬ 
nation with the Kentucky 
Drought Mitigation Team, is¬ 
sued a Level 2 drought decla¬ 
ration for 24 counties in three 
Drought Management Areas 
(DMAs) in Western Ken¬ 
tucky. In addition, a Level 1 
drought has been declared for 
66 counties in nine DMAs. 

A Level 2 drought indicates 


severe drought conditions 
have developed. Counties 
with this designation can ex¬ 
pect severe impacts to water- 
sensitive enterprises; 

depletion of water supplies in 
shallow wells, springs and 
ponds; increased incidences 
of wildfires; higher demands 
placed on water treatment fa¬ 
cilities; and the imposition of 
water conservation advi¬ 
sories. 

A Level 1 drought indicates 
moderate to severe drought 
conditions have developed 
primarily affecting soil mois¬ 
ture and vegetation. Counties 
with this designation can ex¬ 
pect reduced supplies of agri¬ 
cultural water and heightened 
risk of wildfires. 

Counties included in the 
Level 2 drought declaration: 
Purchase DMA: Ballard, Cal¬ 
loway, Carlisle, Fulton, 
Graves, Hickman, Mc¬ 
Cracken, Marshall 

Agriculture throughout the 
Commonwealth has taken the 
greatest impact by the lack of 
rainfall and above-normal 
temperatures, according to an 
official with the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture (USD A). 

“Many farmers are reporting 
having to feed cattle because 
pastures are depleted,” said 
Bob Finch, emergency pre¬ 
paredness coordinator at the 


USD A Kentucky State Farm 
Service Agency. “This will be 
a major financial drain if pas¬ 
tures do not improve this fall. 
Farmers in central Kentucky 
who normally planted dou¬ 
ble-crop soybeans cannot be¬ 
cause the ground is so hard. 
Farmers in Western Kentucky 
are looking at record-low 
yields and in some cases a 
total failure.” 

Wildfires are rapidly becom¬ 
ing a major concern as fields 
and forests continue to dry 
out, aided by the high tem¬ 
peratures and low humidity. 

“Summer is usually a time of 
few wildfires in Kentucky,” 
said Leah MacSwords, direc¬ 
tor of the Kentucky Division 
of Forestry. “We need people 
to be extra careful with their 
outdoor activities so they 
don’t cause an unintended 
wildfire.” 

Hydrologic problems con¬ 
tinue to develop in the 
drought areas. Many streams 
and rivers are currently expe¬ 
riencing low-flow conditions. 
Kentucky Lake, Lake 
Barkley, Rough River Lake, 
Barren River Lake and Nolin 
Lake are all currently below 
normal pool. While these low 
lake levels are not likely to 
impact drinking water sup¬ 
plies obtained directly from 
the lakes, minimal dam re¬ 


leases during the summer 
could affect downstream 
water supplies as well as 
recreational activities on the 
lakes. Many small ponds and 
lakes are well below normal 
levels or are completely dry. 

There are currently no water 
systems experiencing any 
water supply shortages. How¬ 
ever, persistent drought can 
impact raw water availability 
or trigger unseasonably high 
water demands on a water 
system. All Kentuckians are 
encouraged to heed any re¬ 
quests for conservation from 
their local water supplier. 

The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice’s Climate Prediction 
Center is currently forecast¬ 
ing above-normal tempera¬ 
tures and below-normal 
precipitation in the 6-to-10- 
day and 8-to-14-day outlooks 
for the entire state. Any rain 
that falls this weekend is ex¬ 
pected to be isolated and will 
not provide significant 
drought relief.

Fiscal Court Passes ATV Ordinance

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court meeting on July 3, 
2012, began with the ap¬ 
proval of the previous meet¬ 
ing’s minutes and the 
ambulance report by Carlisle 
County Ambulance Director 
Wayne Floyd. 

Floyd reported there were 69 
advanced life support runs, 21 
basic life support runs with 21 
assists to county residents. 

Floyd was relieved to report 
that funding was beginning to 
come in from the computer 
glitch that the ambulance 
service was facing. With the 
computer glitch resolved 
there was a lumps sum of 
over $60,000 brought into the 
ambulance service from reg¬ 
ular funding and Medicare 
funding. 

In the Emergency Manage¬ 
ment report Carissa Viniard 
reported that she has been at¬ 
tending classes to gain certi¬ 
fication in different areas. The 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
next passed a resolution to 
designate Viniard as applicant 
agent for Homeland Security 
grants, as the new applicant 


agent and applicant for the 
rescues squad and all local 
fire departments. 

In the jailers report Carlisle 
County Jailer Ronny Owens 
reported that there were two 
inmates in the Hickman 
County Correctional Facility 
and three inmates in the Bal¬ 
lard County Detention Center. 

In the road report, Carlisle 
County Road Foreman Jerry 
Bowman reported that the 
Bridge work on CR 1002 has 
been completed and that work 
on CR 1016 will be com¬ 
mencing soon. The first round 
of paving money will be ar¬ 
riving soon as well. 

The culvert on Morgan Road 
was replaced and paving over 
that gravel patch that cur¬ 
rently is sitting on the road 
will be conducted this week. 

Bowman next reported on 
mowing in the areas that were 
not sprayed at the beginning 
of the year. Bowman said that 
the praying has been effec¬ 
tive, with little to no signs of 
Johnson grass. Bowman said 
the areas that were not 
sprayed will be soon mowed. 

In the 911 report, Carlisle 
County Judge Executive 


Greg Terry said that the grant 
for the recycling trailers has 
been received and that the 
county should have them in 
five to six weeks. The current 
recycling trailer is in Milbum 
and with these three new trail¬ 
ers there will be a recycling 
unit in each town on Carlisle 
County. 

Magistrate Sonny Pearson 
inquired about the county¬ 
wide dumpsters that were 
proposed at the last meeting 
and Judge Executive Terry 
told Pearson that the county is 
scheduling to put out dump¬ 
sters for everything but tires, 
for the month of August. 

The fiscal court next ap¬ 
proved an easement for Bard- 
well City Utilities so that they 
can extend their water re¬ 
routing project through the 
courthouse property. When 
the re-routing is executed the 
water system in Bardwell will 
be fully connected. 

The second reading of the 
ATV Ordinance was dis¬ 
cussed next. There were some 
complaints that the $150 was 
too steep of a price to pay for 
yearlong ATV riding. Judge 
Executive Terry told the fiscal 


court that residents would be 
able to pay for one day 
passes, one weekend passes, 
monthly passes or annual 
passes. “We are still in the 
discovery stage of this ordi¬ 
nance. We will see what 
works for the people and 
what doesn’t work for the 
people. We are asking for pa¬ 
tience in this matter,” Terry 
said. 

Terry said that in a meeting 
with the state tourism director 
in Frankfort, the people there 
were excited that ATV and 
horse riding trails were being 
planned for the area and that 
there was currently over 
$150,000 in grants available 
for tourism related projects 
such as these. 

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court approved the moving 
of the next fiscal court meet¬ 
ing from the 17th to the 24th 
of July. Transfers and claims 
were approved and the 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
went into closed session to 
discuss possible litigation. 


Carlisle County Man Facing Charges After 
Disturbing Endangered Bird Nest

FRANKFORT, Ky. - A 
Carlisle County man who al¬ 
legedly drove an ATV inside 
a protected area containing 
federally-endangered interior 
least tern nests was charged 
June 30 with disturbing nests 
and interfering with an offi¬ 
cer. 

Twenty-year-old Keaton 
Rathermel of Bardwell, Ky., 
also had his ATV seized 
pending court action, said 
Sgt. Denny Broyles of the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. 


Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
joined with special agents 
from the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service to stake out 
a protected island just south 
of Wickliffe. 

The island, a large sandbar 
in the Mississippi River, con¬ 
tains approximately 30 nest¬ 
ing pairs of interior least 
terns. Only an estimated 
20,000 of these birds exist in 
the world; Kentucky hosts 
800 to 1,000 pairs. 

In Kentucky, interior least 
terns nest along sandbars and 
islands along the Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers from 
Louisville to Fulton County, 
said John Brunjes, migratory 
bird biologist with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. Biologists 
have marked critical nesting 
areas with signs prohibiting 
visitation or vehicle use. 

Interior least terns nest di¬ 
rectly on the sand in shallow 
indentations. The camouflage 
coloration of the eggs and 
chicks make them difficult to 


Officers recently set up sur¬ 
veillance on the island near 
Wickliffe due to ATV riding 
at the location and frequent 
destruction of warning signs. 

On Saturday evening, June 
30, Broyles said conservation 
officers observed Rathermel 
drive past a posted sign onto 
the protected island. Officers 
stopped Rathermel as he ex¬ 
ited the island. Rathermel was 
charged with a violation of 
disturbing nests. Broyles said 
officers added a second 
charge of interfering with an 
officer, a misdemeanor, due 
to Rathermefs behavior and 
refusal to comply with an of¬ 
ficer’s request after being 
stopped. 

Officials could not immedi¬ 
ately determine whether any 
nests were destroyed during 
Saturday’s incident. Brunjes 
said he has photographs taken 
the previous week of ATV 
tracks within a few feet of a 
nest. 

’’The last four nesting years 


rior least terns because of 
high river levels,” Brunjes 
said. ’’This has been a good 
year so far there are lots of 
sandbars available for nest¬ 
ing." 

Biologists have documented 
and posted 18 islands this 
year with endangered tern 
nests on them. Boaters and 
pleasure riders should avoid 
all posted areas. 

"We’re planning to step up 
enforcement to help protect 
these areas," Broyles said. 
"The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service is doing this as well. 
If someone is caught riding in 
a protected area, that person 
could face federal charges 
and jail time." 

A July 18 court date has been 
set for Rathermel in Carlisle 
District Court.

CITY OF BARDWELL, KENTUCKY 
ORDINANCE NO. 82-2012 

AN ORDINANCE INCREASING THE RATES FOR SEWAGE 
USAGE IN ACCORD WITH FEE INCREASE CONVEYED 
BY KENTUCKY RURAL WATER DISTRICT 

SUMMARY 

The City of Bardwell recently received notice from the Kentucky Rural Water District that the City's 
cost of providing water to residents for sewage operation would increase. After thoroughly dis¬ 
cussing the matter and examining the City's budget, the City Council reluctantly voted to approve an 
increase in sewage rates to account for the greater operation costs. Ordinance number 82-2012 in¬ 
creases the minimum fee charged per month for sewage usage to $20.00 for the first 2,000 gallons of 
water used per month. In addition, any 1,000 gallons used monthly thereafter will be charged at the 
rate of $7.00. 

Copied below is the full text of each section of the ordinance imposing a tax or fee, as required by 
law: 

Therefore, the City of Bardwell, after evaluating the City budget, hereby reluctantly approves an in¬ 
crease in the minimum fee charged per month to residents for sewage-system usage. Specifically, 
customers shall pay $20.00 for the first 2,000 gallons of water used, and $7.00 per any 1,000 gallons 
used thereafter each month.

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County Employees Could Face Possible Litigation 


A law suit has been filed in 
Carlisle County Circuit Court 
stating that the Carlisle 
County Ambulance Service 
was negligent in their care for 
a patient. 

A number of county em¬ 
ployees, including a dis¬ 
patcher, emergency services 
director and emergency re¬ 
sponders, are being sued by 
the family of William Byars 


Stermon of Milburn. 

Stermon was involved with 
a head-on collision with an¬ 
other vehicle in May of 2011, 
when the lawsuit claims that 
it took 66 minutes at the scene 
to get Mr. Stermon loaded 
into the ambulance and to the 
hospital, making the total 
time to the hospital at 90 min¬ 
utes. 

The main argument at the 


heart of this case is that the 
family argues that medical 
services were not dispatched 
in a “reasonable time” and 
that the 9-1-1 center worker 
" dispatched emergency med¬ 
ical services in the wrong di¬ 
rection.” 

The family of William Byars 
Stermon also believes that in 
addition to the delay in re¬ 
sponse time, the emergency 


medical workers who re¬ 
sponded to the scene were not 
properly prepared or trained. 
For example, the attorney 
said one of the workers stated 
during the emergency that he 
forgot to refill the oxygen 
tanks needed at the scene.

Drinking Water Wells Sought for Groundwater Study 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (June 28, 
2012) - The Kentucky Divi¬ 
sion of Water (DOW) is seek¬ 
ing permission from owners 
and/or users of private drink¬ 
ing water wells statewide to 
obtain groundwater samples. 

The project is part of a tar¬ 
geted study to determine if do¬ 
mestic water wells are being 
impacted by human-influ¬ 
enced pollution and/or events 
of nature. Owners of wells se¬ 
lected for inclusion in the 
study will receive free testing 
of their well water. 

Water collected from water 
wells will be tested for Es¬ 
cherichia coli (E. coli) and 
total coliform bacteria that are 
found in untreated human and 
animal wastes, as well as for 
the presence of iron-related 
bacteria, sulfate-reducing bac¬ 
teria and slime-forming bacte¬ 
ria. Samples will also be tested 
for caffeine. 

Phil O’dell, a geologist with 
the DOW Groundwater Sec¬ 
tion, said contamination of 


well water can be a one-time 
event or a continuous prob¬ 
lem, depending on the circum¬ 
stances surrounding the 
particular well. 

“Bacteria may enter a well 
through repair work or flood 
conditions, in which case a 
one-time disinfection gener¬ 
ally takes care of the prob¬ 
lem,” O’dell said. “In other 
cases bacteria may be seeping 
in from a leaking septic tank 
nearby, in which case a find¬ 
ing of caffeine would be a 
good indicator that wastewater 
going down a kitchen drain is 
bypassing the septic tank and 
entering the groundwater.” 

Owners whose wells are 
found to be positive for bacte¬ 
ria will be advised on well dis¬ 
infection procedures and, if 
needed, the use of continuous 
water treatment methods such 
as filtration, chlorine feeding 
and use of ultraviolet light for 
water treatment. 

While public drinking water 
supplies are regulated by the 


Commonwealth of Kentucky 
under the Clean Water Act, 
private water supplies are not 
regulated by state or federal 
law. Unlike the regular moni¬ 
toring of public drinking water 
systems serving many people, 
there are no experts regularly 
checking the water coming 
from private wells. These 
households must take special 
precautions to ensure the pro¬ 
tection and maintenance of 
their drinking water supplies. 

“If your drinking water 
comes from a private well, 
you as the well owner or user 
are responsible for the water's 
safety,” said David Jackson, 
supervisor of the DOW 
Groundwater Section, which 
is performing the well water 
study. “Our agency and the 
U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency recommend that 
well users test their well water 
annually for bacteria, ni¬ 
trates/nitrites and any other 
contaminants of local con¬ 
cern.” 


Jackson added that testing 
should occur more frequently 
if: 

• there is a change in the taste, 
odor or appearance of the 
water. 

•well breakage or repairs have 
taken place. 

• a household member or 
guest experiences gastroin¬ 
testinal illness. 

• an infant lives in the home.

Trip of a Lifetime 

Strangers Who Become Best Friends Take River Trip of a Lifetime

EDITORS NOTE: The 

Carlisle Weekly was sad¬ 
dened to hear about the pass¬ 
ing of Sam Edwards. 

While I didn’t know Sam , 
the day he spent with me in 
my office left a great impact 
on me. I admired his sense 
and thirst for adventure. 

In honor of Sam and his 
adventurous spirit and with 
it being Independence Day I 
am going to re-run the story 
of Sam and his friend 
Richard SturtevanCs adven¬ 
ture of independence.

A friendship that began by 
chance on the sandy beaches 
of the Florida Keys turned 
into the journey of a lifetime 
last year. 

Bardwell, Kentucky, native 
Sam Edwards was visiting the 
Florida Keys in 1991 when he 
met a man by the name of 
Richard Sturtevant from 
Springfield, Massachusetts. 

Mr. Sturtevant and his wife, 
along with Mr. Edwards and 
his wife, took the same trip to 
the Florida Keys at the same 
time after that and developed 
a friendship with each other 
and their families. 

Their friendship grew to the 
point where Edwards and 
Sturtevant purchased 25 acres 
of hunting land in Kentucky, 
and every fall Sturtevant and 
his wife would make the trip 
to Kentucky to hunt and visit 
with the Edwards. 

It was during a visit to the 
Florida Keys in 1992 Ed¬ 
wards and Sturtevant began 
discussions on a special boat 


trip. Sturtevant always 
wanted to take a trip on a 
house boat and Edwards al¬ 
ways had a great love for the 
river. 

In 1992 Edwards began 
gathering items here and 
there; 55 gallon drums, odds 
and ends, pieces in the 
thoughts and hopes of build¬ 
ing his own houseboat that he 
and Sturtevant would take on 
a journey from Wickliffe, 
Kentucky, to New Orleans. 

When this idea began, Sam 
Edwards contacted a friend of 
his by the name of James 
Mariner from Wickliffe. 
Mariner figured and drew up 
plans for the boat, calculating 
how much weight Edwards 
and Sturtevant would be car¬ 
rying down the river with 
their supplies they were plan¬ 
ning on taking, and how 
many barrels were needed to 
safely float the homemade 
house boat. “James Mariner is 
one of the smartest men I 
know, and sure enough when 
we sat the houseboat in the 
water it floated on the exact 
line that he told us it would. 

The boat, constructed of 
twenty three 55 gallon drums 
by Sam Edwards and his son- 
in-law Todd Harrison, meas¬ 
ures eight feet wide by 20 
foot long at the base. The boat 
housed an 8x8 sleeping cabin, 
complete with screened in 
windows and doors. The boat 
also included a kitchen area 
on the front deck and had 
three burner gas stoves that 
were left over from the 2009 
Ice Storm. In the end the only 
things that Edwards and 
Sturtevant purchased with

their own money to construct 
the boat were a used 25 horse¬ 
power Johnson outboard 
motor and five 2x12 boards 
for the bottom of the boat. 
The rest of the materials were 
salvaged and collected over 
the previous eight years. 

Upon the completion of the 
houseboat Edwards and 
Sturtevant gathered all their 
supplies and set sail on Sep¬ 
tember 13,2010, out of Wick¬ 
liffe, Kentucky, with the 
intended destination of New 
Orleans, Louisiana. 

As their journey began the m 
en enjoyed the scenery of the 
river. Edwards kept busy nav¬ 
igating the boats and taking 
care of the steering of the 
ship, while Sturtevant kept 
meals, three times a day, 
cooked and ready. “Richard is 
a great cook, we had three 
great meals a day,” Edwards 
said. 

The two men encountered 
many people on the river, 
people from local fishermen, 
to tug boat operators, river 
workers, to riverboat casinos. 
“We met our biggest crowd at 


the riverboat in 

Caruthersville. There were a 
lot of people taking our pic¬ 
ture and were just curious 
about the boat we were in and 
why we were doing what we 
were doing. All were some of 
the friendliest people you 
would ever want to meet,” 
Edwards said. 

The trip was not without its 
adversities. Edwards said that 
when the trip began he was 
planning on bringing a map 
of the river that his mother 
had made during the years 
that she worked on the river 
cooking for barge workers. 
However, that map was acci¬ 
dently left behind. “For the 
majority of the trip we had no 
clue where we were at. We 
used the signal buoys on the 
river that told us how many 
miles away from New Or¬ 
leans we were,” Edwards 
said. Edwards said the only 
time that they knew exactly 
where they were at was when 
they crossed the bridge in Dy- 
ersburg, Tennessee. 

Another bit of adversity was 
the construction of the boat. 
Edwards and his consultant 
Mariner had correctly gauged 
the amount of barrels needed 
to properly float down the 
river. However, at the front of 
the boat the ends were blunt 
or squared ends, where they 
should have been pointed 
ends. 

With the blunt ends at the 
front of the boat Edwards had 
to constantly adjust the steer¬ 
ing of the boat and with the 


blunt ends travel was a lot 
slower than expected. “We 
calculated that we would 
travel 50-60 miles a day, but 
with the blunt ends we only 
traveled 20 miles a day,” Ed¬ 
wards said. 

Despite those adversities Ed¬ 
wards and Sturtevant enjoyed 
the slow ride down the river 
and taking in the scenes that 
the Mississippi River had to 
offer. Edwards remembers 
Arkansas and how remote 
and desolate the area was, and 
he remembered the steam 
stacks at New Madrid. 

The trip hit its final bit of ad¬ 
versity some 30 miles north 
of Memphis, Tennessee, 
when Edwards left the boat to 
tie the boat to the bank. Ed¬ 
wards made a misstep and in 
essence, crushed his foot. Ed¬ 
wards and Sturtevant found 
out from a local fisherman 
that they were 30 miles away 
from Memphis. 

Both men made the decision 
that with Edwards’ foot in the 
condition it was in, medical 
attention was needed. The 
foot was later amputated. 

Coming into the city of 
Memphis, Edwards and 
Sturtevant were greeted by 
the famous row houses that 
line the river coming into the 
city. Edwards and Sturtevant 
were greeted by a local 
kayaker and were instructed 
to tie up at Wolf River in 
Memphis, the place where 
their journey ended, some 
400 miles short of their goal. 
Both men rented a van and 


headed back home, where Ed¬ 
wards received medical atten¬ 
tion for his foot.

Edwards remarked on the 
accomplishment as well. 
“How many people in this 
time and age can say that they 
made a trip down the Missis¬ 
sippi River in the way we did 
it?”, Edwards asked. 

The two men plan on finish¬ 
ing what they started and 
travel to New Orleans. This 
time they will take a regular 
pontoon boat.

FRANKFORT, Ky. (June 29, 
2012) — Kentucky high 
school students and 2012 
graduates should check their 
Kentucky Educational Excel¬ 
lence Scholarship (KEES) ac¬ 
counts for accuracy. 

KEES allows students to 
earn money for college by 
getting good grades in high 
school and for qualifying 
scores on the ACT or SAT. 
Students eligible for free or 
reduced lunches may also 
earn awards for good scores 
on Advanced Placement and 
International Baccalaureate 
exams. KEES is administered 
by the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

To check awards and per¬ 
sonal information, students 
need to use the Zip Access 


function on www.kheaa.com. 
If they do not already have a 
Zip Access account, they can 
easily set one up from the 
KHEAA home page. 

Students may verify their 
KEES GPA is correct by tak¬ 
ing the letter grade for each 
course taken during the year 
and converting it to a 4.0 
scale on which an A = 4.0, B 
= 3.0, C = 2.0, D = 1.0, and F 
= 0. AP and IB course grades 
receive one extra point of 
weight in the calculation, 
making an A = 5.0, B - 4.0, 
etc. The GPA is calculated by 
adding all the points together 
and dividing the total by the 
number of credits earned dur¬ 
ing the year. 

Students who need to have 
GPAs or other information 
corrected should contact their 


school counselor. 

If students do not see any 
KEES information, they 
should call the KHEAA Col¬ 
lege Access Team at (800) 
928-8926. 

Students do not have to 
apply to receive their KEES 
awards. If they attend an eli¬ 
gible college or university, 
KHEAA will send their 
award to the school once the 
school verifies enrollment.

Department for Public Health Issues Safety Guidelines for Warm Temperatures 



2012) - The Kentucky Cabi¬ 
net for Health and Family 
Services is urging the public 
to take steps to avoid injury 
and illness during this period 
of extreme heat, particularly 
dangers associated with leav¬ 
ing children in vehicles. 

“Extreme temperatures are 
cause for concern, so we ad¬ 
vise the public to take neces¬ 
sary steps to keep cool and 
prevent harm,” said Dr. Steve 
Davis, M.D., acting commis¬ 
sioner for public health. “Se¬ 
rious injury - particularly for 
children exposed to extreme 
levels of heat - can occur. 


avoid these dangers.” 

Safe Kids USA works to 
raise awareness of the dan¬ 
gers of leaving children in hot 
vehicles. Citing data from the 
San Francisco State Univer¬ 
sity Department of Geo¬ 
sciences, the organization 
reported that 33 children died 
last year due to heatstroke - 
medically termed “hyperther¬ 
mia - while there were at 
least 49 deaths in 2010. 

“We want our citizens to un¬ 
derstand the dangers of ex¬ 
treme heat, particularly the 
danger of leaving children in 
hot cars,” said Davis. “Not 


tures uncomfortable, they 
also present a significant 
health threat. This is particu¬ 
larly true for vulnerable pop¬ 
ulations such as young 
children and the elderly.” 

Several measures are recom¬ 
mended to prevent these 
types of deaths from occur¬ 
ring. They include: 

- Create reminders. More 
than half of child heat stroke 
deaths occur because parents 
and caregivers become dis¬ 
tracted and exit their vehicle 
without their child. To help 
prevent these tragedies par¬ 
ents can: 


- Place a cell phone, PDA, 
purse, briefcase, gym bag or 
something that is needed at 
your next stop on the floor in 
front of a child in a backseat. 
This will help you see your 
child when you open the rear 
door and reach for your be¬ 
longings. 

- Set the alarm on your cell 
phone as a reminder to you to 
drop your child off at day 
care. 

-Set your computer calendar 
program to ask, “Did you 
drop off at day care today?” 
Establish a plan with your day 
care that if your child fails to 
arrive within an agreed upon 
time, you will be called. Be 
especially mindful of your 
child if you change your rou¬ 
tine for day care. 

- Don’t underestimate the 
risk. The inside of vehicles 
can quickly heat up, even on 
relatively cool days, so you 
should never leave your child 
alone in a car. Don’t underes¬ 
timate the risks and leave 
them even “just for a minute.” 

- Lock cars and trucks. Thirty 
percent of the recorded heat 
stroke deaths in the U.S. 
occur because a child was 
playing in an unattended ve¬ 
hicle. These deaths can be 
prevented by simply locking 
the vehicle doors to help as¬ 
sure that kids don’t enter the 
vehicles and become trapped. 

- Immediately dial 911 if you 


see an unattended child in a 
car. EMS professionals are 
trained to determine if a child 
is in trouble. The body tem¬ 
perature of children rises 
three to five times faster than 
adults. As a result, children 
are much more vulnerable to 
heat stroke. Check vehicles 
and trunks first if a child is 
missing. 

Additional tips are recom¬ 
mended to avoid other heat- 
related injury and illness: 

- Drink plenty of fluids. In¬ 
crease your normal fluid in¬ 
take regardless of your 
activity level. You will need 
to drink more fluids than your 
thirst level indicates. This is 
especially true for people age 
65 or older who often have a 
decreased ability to respond 
to external temperature 
changes. In addition, avoid 
drinking beverages contain¬ 
ing alcohol, because they will 
actually cause you to lose 
more fluid. 

- Wear appropriate clothing 
and sunscreen. Choose light¬ 
weight, light colored, loose 
fitting clothing. In the hot 
sun, wear a wide-brimmed 
hat that will provide shade 
and keep the head cool. Sun¬ 
screen should be SPF 15 or 
greater and applied 30 min¬ 
utes before going out into the 
sun. 

- Stay cool indoors. The most 
efficient way to beat the heat 


is to stay in an air-conditioned 
area. If you do not have an air 
conditioner, consider visiting 
a mall or public library. 

- Schedule outdoor activities 
carefully. If you must be out 
in the heat, try to plan your 
activities so that you are out¬ 
doors either before noon or in 
the evening. Rest periodically 
so your body’s thermostat 
will have a chance to recover. 

- Use a buddy system. When 
working in the heat, monitor 
the condition of your co¬ 
workers and have someone 
do the same for you. Heat-in¬ 
duced illness can cause a per¬ 
son to become confused or 
lose consciousness. 

- Monitor those at high risk. 
Those at greatest risk of heat- 
related illness include: 

- Infants and children up to 
4 years of age 

- People 65 years of age or 
older 

People who are over¬ 
weight 

- People who overexert dur¬ 
ing work or exercise 

People who are ill or on 
certain medications for blood 
pressure or diuretics 
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
